AUSTIN (AP) The legislative tempo picked up 


today as the Senate passed three bills to allow 
the goverrior to spend up to $500,000 in the next 
several months to meet financial emergencies in 
state government. 


With only 12 days remaining in the 30-day 


special session, the Senate also passed to the 
House bills that would: 


Establish the Texas Film Commission as a 


permanent state agency in the governor's office 
to clear up funding problems the commission has 
had since it was created by an executive order. 


—Exempt aviation schools and instructors 


from the 1971 Proprietary School Act, which was 
written primarily so that the Texas Education 
Agency could regulate business schools, 


—Reduce premiums for many coastal 


residents who are forced to buy windstorm and 
catastrophe insurance at higher than normal 
rates. 


Earlier, a Senate committee quickly approved 


bills to pay off the state's election debts and to 
build an $8 million school at Fort Worth for the 
mentally retarded.

Deadline Friday To Register To Vote 


The deadline to register to vote in the November 


election is Friday, according to Navarro County Tax 
Assessor-Collector Jerry S. Scott. 


He said county residents may register in his office at the 


Navarro County Courthouse between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. 
Friday. (See editorial, page 6-B) 


Scott noted that anyone who has registered in Navarro 


County since Oct. i, 1971, is qualified to vote in the 
November election and does not need to register this year. 
He said people who have moved from one precinct to 
another should note the change with the county tax 
assessor-collector's office. 


Scott also said anybody may register for a member of 


his immediate family.
